For  the  vacation  of  Sylvan  Street  from  Anthony  boulevard  to 
Mines  Street.  For  the  vacation  of  the  alleys  "between  Lake  Avenue 
and  Tilden  Avenue,  Tilden  Avenue  and  Columbia  Avenue,  Columbia  Avenue 
and  Cody  Street,  from  Anthony  Boulevard  to  a point  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  (135)  feet  west.  For  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between 
Cody  Street  and  Sylvan  Street  from  Anthony  Boulevard  to  Wines  Street, 
also  for  the  vacation  of  the  west  eleven  ( 1 1 ) feet  of  the  alley  East 
of  Anthony  Boulevard  from  Lake  Avenue  to  the  Maumee  River. 


Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Y/orks  of  the  city  of  Fort 
Y/ayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate 
the  following  streets  and  portions  of  alleys  to-wit: 

(1)  Sylvan  Street  from  Anthony  Boulevard  to  Mines  Street. 

(2)  The  alley  between  Lake  Avenue  and  Tilden  Avenue  from  a 
point  one  hundred  and.  thirty-five  (135)  feet  west  of  Anthony  Boule- 
vard to  the  alley  East  of  Anthony  Boulevard, 

(3)  The  alley  between  Tilden  Avenue  and  Columbia  Avenue  from 
Anthony  Boulevard  to  a point  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135)  feet 
west  of  Anthony  Boulevard. 

(4)  The  alley  between  Columbia  Avenue  and  Edgewater  Avenue  from 
An thony  Boulevard  to  a point  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135)  feet 
west  of  Anthony  Boulevard. 

(5)  The  alley  between  Edgewater  Avenue  and  Cody  Street  from 
Anthony  Boulevard  to  a point  one  hundred  and  thirty- five  (135)  feet 
we s t of  An  tho ny  Bo u 1 evar d . 

(6)  The  alley  between  Cody  Street  & Sylvan  Street  from  Anthony 
Boulevard  to  a"  point  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135)  feet  west 

of  Anthony  Boulevard. 

(7)  For  the  vacation  of  the  west  eleven  (llj.  feet  of  the  first 
alley  east  of  Anthony  boulevard  from  E&ke  Avenue  to  the  Maumee  River. 

The  vacation  of  that  portion  of  the  alley  between  Lake  Avenue 
and  Tilden  Avenue  from  a point  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135) 
feet  west  of  Anthony  Boulevard  to  the  first  alley  East  of  Anthony 
Boulevard,  is  subject  to  the  right  of  the  city  to  at  all  tines  main- 
tain therein  the  public  kfewer  therein  located  and  subject  to  the 
right  of  the  city  to  enter  upon  said  vacated  alley  for  the  purpose  of 
making  repairs  or  otherwise  as  herein  set  out  and  that  any  obstruc- 
tion hereinafter  made  upon  the  same  by  any  property- owner  or  owners 
of  property  abutting  thereon  interfering  with  the  Board  of  Public 
Y/orks  in  the  exercise  of  their  easement  herein  reserved  shall  be 
removed  by  said  Board  at  the  expense  of  said  property-owner  or 
owners.  The  vacation  of  the  west  eleven  (ll)  feet  of  the  first  alley 
east  of  Anthony  Boulevard  is  subject  to  the  right  of  the  city  to  at 
all  times  maintain  therein  the  dike  therein  constructed,  unless  said 
Board  shall  permit  said  dike  to  be  removed  to. some  other  locality, 
so  long  as  the  aforesaid  dike  occupies  said  p'or-ti'&h;,  of  said  alley. 
This  said  vacation  is  also  subject  to  the  right-id f-way  of  the  city  to 
possess  and  have  a legal  title  to  a right-of-way  for  a public  sewer 
in  said  vacated  portion  of  said  sLley  which  may  be  hereafter  construct- 
ed and  is  subject  to  the  right  of  the  city  to  enter  upon  said  vacated 
portion  of  said  alley  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a public  sewer 
and  of  making  repairs  to  said  proposed  sewer  or  otherwise  as  herein 
set  out  and  that  any  obstructions  hereafter  made  upon  said  vacated 
portion  of  said  alley  by  any  property- owner  or  owners  of  property 
abutting  on  the  same  interfering  with  the  Board  of  Public  Y/orks  in 
the  exercise  of  this  easement  herein  reserved  shall  be  removed  by 
said  Board  at  the  expense  of  said  property-owner  or  owners. 
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All  ao  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  and  alley 
vacations  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  said  city. 

The  cost  of  said  vacations  and  all  expenses  connected  therewith 
to  be  assessed  against  the  property  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

All  of  said  property  affected  by  the  vacation  of  said  street 
and  alleys  as  above  described  being  situated  in  the  city  of  Port 
Wayne,  County  of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana.
